COLONIAL GUARD IN NATAL USING THE SEAR CHLIGHT. 


"You've made $100,000 while you've 


been here," remarked Warden O. B.. 
Gould to Charles D. Kinney, as the lat- 
ter left the Ohio penitentiary , having 
completed a seven-year sentence, re- 
duced by short time to five years and 
some months, says the State Journal. 


In his hand Kinney carried'a small 


suit case, which contained seven com- 
bination door locks, lour padlocks, a 
safe and a machinists' scale /which, he 
had invented behind the walls of the 
prison. Mn his .mind Kinney had the 
knowledge that a Is7ew York firm is 
manufacturing three other locks of his 
invention and had offered him ?10,000 
for the right to manufacture one of 
his other locks. 


In leaving the penitentiary, however, 


Kinney was not a free man. He had 
satisfied justice for burglary in 
the 


homes of four or five residences of 
Methodist ministers in Franklin coun- 
ty, but owing to a burglary of a sim- 
ilar character in Illinois was bound 
for the Joliet penitentiary. While in 
Joliet Kinney was released on a parole, 
which he violated, by leaving the state. 


Parole Officer . '^illiams, . who rear- 


rested Kinney,, took -him to the. coun- 
ty jail, where he was held pending his 
dentification -otn requisition papers be- 
fore Judge Thomas M. Bigger. In tho 
jail Kinney exhibited his inventions 
and described them. 


He had three h6use door combina- 


tion locks. Neither was any larger than 
an ordinary lock. The specimens in 
his possession were made of brass. One 
of them, said Kinney, had 7,000 combi- 
nations, while a smaller one had 3,000. 
Despite all this, he said, he. had 
demonstrated that they could be man- 
ufactured for $?. apiece. .-The combi- 
nation on each lock was worked from 
the outside. Inside was a latch, as on 
an ordinary doorlock. There was also 
a' keyhole, and the locks could be op- 
ened with a key. If the householder; 
wished, however, he could so set the 
lock that no key could open it. 


A more remarkable lock than this 


was one which opened by a .touch on a 
spring. 
A door protected with this 


lock could be opened in a hurry in the 
dark. The lock had several depres- 
sions and only one who had the secret 
r-fter regulating this lock.. Kinney de- 
clared, could open the door. With a 
touch of his finger he sprang the lock 
open and handed it to Jailor Reedy 
McDonald, but the latter found it im- 
possible to give the lock 
the

These 
products, however, we learn, are oaly 
in the hands of physicians for inves- 
tigation. 


Trypsin may be said to be the an- 


alogue of pepsin—the well 
known 


flesh digesting ferment, of the gastric 
juice; but while pepsin is incapable 
of digestion except in the presence of 
acid, trypsin exerts its characterstic 
digestive action either in a neutral, 
alkaline or feebly acid medium. Fur- 
thermore, trypsin has enoimous ener- 
gy upou certain forms of proteid, and 
is thus capable 
of completing 
the 


work of digestion begun in the stom- 
ach and of carrying it to a much fur- 
ther state of elaboration. 


The trypsin ferment has been for 


many years utilized in medical prac- 
tice, particularly in the peptonization 
of food, but now. in this treatment 
suggested by Dr. Beard the pancreas 
gland finds a new application in ther- 
apeutics which is yet to be fully reai- 
i7.ed.

St. Petersburg, July 31. — M. Bu- 


rago, the -leading official of the So- 
chatchev district, and a policeman 
who was escortips him, were shot 
dead by revolutionists near Warsaw, 
Poland, in revenge for the part they 
had taken in the repression of the 
agrarian strike movement. 


The prosecution started proceed- 


ings against the members of the low- 
er house of parliament who signed 
the Viborg manifesto. The charge 
under which the signers of the mani- 
festo will be brought to trial is viola- 
tion of article 129 of the criminal 
code, which provides for "attempts 
to overthrow the existing govern- 
ment." 
This is virtually high trea- 


son, and the maximum penalty is 
hard labor in the mines. It is under 
stood that'the arrested will be ad- 
mitted to bail pending ,trial. The 
Constitutional Democrats are chiefly 
apprehensive that the possibility of 
prosecution held over the heads of 
their leaders will render them ineligi- 
ble for re-election, in the same man- 
ner that Professor Milukoff and M. 
Hessel and others were excluded 
from the last lower house. 


The motives of the government "for 


abandoning its attitude not to pros- 
ecute the signers of the Viborg niani 
festo, as set forth recently by Pre 
mier Stolypin in an interview, is not 
stated, but evidently it was influ 
enced by the need of doing something 
to counteract the effect of ttie Viborg 
address. . This has attained an enor 
mo'us circulation in the provinces, In 
spite of the greatest efforts on the 
part of the administration to prevent 
its publication. The government doubt 
less also desired to check the perfec 
flood of other manifestoes which the 
radical members of the late house are 
putting forth in connection with the 
revolutionary organizations. 


A manifesto to the peasants of Rus- 


sia has been issued in the joint names 
of all the various labor, Socialist and 
revolutionary 
organizations, includ- 


ing the .representatives of these or- 
ganizations 
In the 
defunct lower 


louse. This manifesto declares that 
;he hopes reposed in the lower house 
of parliament have been blasted by. 
the diabolical designs of the crowd o£ 
;rand dukes, courtiers and wealthy 
land proprietors assembled around 
the emperor, whose only purpose can 
be the maintenance of their power 
over the people. By dispersing the 
elected representatives of the people 
and arresting and imprisoning them 
the government has declared war on 
the nation, and a struggle is begin- 
ning in which rivers of blood will flow 
and for which the criminal govern- 
ment is responsible. The people must 
not spare the government.
